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Provenance 


This leaf was acquired by the donor at the Fifth Annual Midwest Antiquarian Book Fair held in 
October 1981, at the main branch of the Detroit Public Library. Regrettably, no sales receipt or dealer 
information was retained. There was n0 accompanying catalogue description for this item, and 80 no 


further proximal details concerning the codex from which it was ftragmented are discernible. 


Nevertheless, comparisons of saints! days to databases of Books of Hours including CoKL: Corbus 
Kalendarium Suggest that the donors leaf derives from à northern French ox South Netberlandish Book 
of Hours, with an emphbasis on French and Franciècan iaints. The closest correspondences identified by 
the donor are (à) fyiiticaliy: Itogen. Rantonsbibliothek Appenzell Ausserrhoden, [Switzerland] f. 
12r-v, created in Lille, ca, 1500; (b) extualiy: Walters Art Museum Ms.1/3, [Baltimore, U.S5.AÀA.[f. 6», 


created in ca. 1440-50 in Bruges. The donors leaf difters from these two examples in its inclusion of a 


column for the Kalens, Nones and Ides, and the celebration of the Octave on Saint Andrew on 
December 17th. 


On 2/ March 2024, the leaf was donated anonymously to the Bibliothèque des livres rares et 


collections spéciales, Université de Montréal.

The leaf is the calendar for the month of December. Seventeen of December”s 31 days! spaces for 
Saints feasts are empty while fourteen have entries. There are seven high days (rubricated) and six 


normal days (black ink). 


In books of hours, the major feasts are often rubricated, Le, written in red ink. These are transcribed 


here in red font, as they appear in the manuscript. Slashes represent days lacking saints! names.

Htylitically and Textinaliy Related Mannscripts 


Two saints in the donor leaf calendar 5uggest à connection to northeastern France. The inclusion of Sain Ladre 
on 17 December: this saint is associated with the city of Amiens in northern France, about one hundred 
kilometres from the Flanders border. Saint Elos (Dec. 18t) is associated with Mont-Saint-Éloi, located near Arras, 
and forty kilometres west of the Flanders border. One must treat Such potential origin clues with caution: 
Reference to 8aints connected uniquely or mainly with à specific area can indicate the place where the 
MANUScript was tO be used, or an area to which the owner had an attachment, but the cult of many local saints 
could also be widely distributed” [Watson, Rowan, Books of Hours, in Frank T. Coulson, and Robert G.

The Corpus Kalendarium (CokKL.) js an online database of European Books of Hours which is searchable by 
Saints! names and feast days, with links to specific manuscripts [Aaron Macks, Corpus Kalendarium, 
2015-2022, http://vrnuw.cokldhb.org/]. As of September 2022, it contains 140,890 calendar entries from 669 
complete or fragmented manuscripts which are held in 121 libraries [Statistics on the Database, 


http://vwvrx.cokldhb.org/db stats.htm]]. CokKL. contains records for 2,530 saints [Saints by Name, 
http://vrvrx.cokldhb.org/cgi-bin/list saints_ by name.pl], with 86,281 s5aint name instances across all days of the 


Julian calendar. CokL. catalogues 152 Books of Hours containing à December 1/th entry for Saint 
Lazarus— Lazarus, bishop (of Marseilles), martyr (s5ometimes confessor)-—of which 76 (50%) refer to him in the 


vernacular form of Saint Ladre. CokL links 126 codices for Saint Andrews feast day on December th, of 
which 21 appear in the form Andrieu. And CokKL links 357 codices for Saint | .ucy on December 13th, of which 
only two use the vernacular form Lue, one now in Switzerland, and the other in Baltimore, U.S5.À.: Irogen 
KRantonsbibliothek CM Ms. 7 foL.6v (Title: Book of hours from Lille), and Walters Art Museum W.173 fol. 12r-v 
(Title: Book of Hours). Based on its liturgical features, CM MS. 7 has been assigned à Lille origin (northern 
French-Flemish border region), and is dated around 15007. 


Eragmentarium.ms, à database of 2,980 medieval manuscript fragments as of September 2022 was searched by 
Liturgica > Book of Hours, for which 209 fragment records exist, including two calendar leaves-—the University 
of Adelaide Barr Smith Library, 096 129, and Canberra, Private collection, BHZ, 8—however neither appear to 


match the donors. 


The WorldCat union catalogue of 534 million bibliographic records (as of 2021) contributed by 17,000 member 
institutions (OCLC Annual Report, 2014) includes catalogue records for 2.97 million manuscripts.

Stylistically, Trogen CM Ms. 7 has close parallels to the donors leaf, with regard to its Spareness of decoration. 
Ofirs thirteen named aint days, rwelve coincide with the donors leaf, with slight orthographical variations. 
Whilst only CM Ms. 7 lists Saint Barbara for December 4th, only the donors leaf lists Saint Andrew for 


December th. The "Irogen leafs dimensions are 15% smaller than the donors.

C.E. Puckett. Medieval Book of Hours Leaf - c 14530 - Northern France 


Charles Edwin Puckett is an Ohio-based dealer in Medieval and Renaissance illuminated manuscriprts. 


While now sold, Puckett maintains images and descriptions on his website of rwo French Book of Hours leaves 
whose dimensions match nearly exactly those of the donors, 210 x 145 mm. Further, the rulings are in red, and 


red dye is apparent along the three outer edges of the leaves, similar to the donors. 

Although direct text block dimension comparisons cannot be made between the donors calendar leaf and 
Pucketts two leaves from the Psalms, the donors text block measures 105 x 70 mm (1/ lines), as against the 
Puckett leaves 98 x 6/ mm (15 lines). 

However, Puckett replied to the donor regarding à possible Shared codex for these two leaves:  Comparing the 
calendar leaf and my IM-10/774 leads me to think they are by two different scribes” [C.E. Puckett, personal 
communication to the author, 202209].
